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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1. Applicant's election of Species 1 in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 



2. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of 
drawings, filed on 10/25/02 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The correction to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



3. The amended title "A Motorized Reduction Gear for Functional Equipment of a 
Vehicle" has been entered into the file wrapper. The amended title of the invention is 
not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. The examiner suggests ""A Motorized Reduction Gear with a 
Commutator Having an Integral Magnetic Ring". 

4. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification, such as: in claim 
8, the last word on line 1 should be "said" not "sid", and in the amended abstract, the 
second to last line, the "communicator" should be a "commutator".

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 4, 5, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Schechinger et al. (Schechinger)(FR 2663 798). Schechinger teaches a 
motor with a commutator unit and a reduction gear box 25 containing a worm reduction 
gear (right side of figure 2), The commutator unit including a support body 15, a 
magnetic ring 34a positioned in a recess formed by the spring washer 40 and the 
spacer 33a, where the spacer forms an annular extension of the commutator. The 
spacer having an inner on the shaft and an outer surface on to which the magnetic is 
mounted. The magnet is in an annular recess bounded by the body 15, the spacer 33, 
and the spring washer 40. The magnet is attached to the side of the commutator which 
is farthest from the electrical hooks by a spring clip 40. 



7. Applicant's arguments filed 10/28/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicant's arguments regarding the body of the commutator is not 
persuasive because the limitation is so broadly claimed as to read on the commutator 
unit of Schechinger.
